Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  pleasant  duty  to  submit  to  you  an  annual  report 
though  this  year  I  feel  that  much  of  its  value  is  lost  by  the  lateness  of  its 
pre  se  ntation* 

The  year  1970  started  in  the  midst  of  an  epidemic  of  influenza 
which  though  mild  did  return  later  in  the  year  and  gave  symptoms  mimicking 
whooping  cough.  Again  the  infection  was  mild  though  the  cough  was  distressing 

The  year  was  also  European  Conservation  Year,  a  point  that  was 
repeatedly  made  by  objectors  to  the  establishment  of  a  Coalite  Plant  at 
Rossington  at  the  public  enquiry  held  in  February,  This  public  enquiry  and 
the  ensuing  publicity  did  much  to  awaken  the  interest  of  people  locally  in  all 
types  of  environmental  pollution., 

In  the  middle  of  the  year  measles  was  prevalent  in  the  area  bat  as 
measles  vaccination  programme  gains  momentum  this  event  will  become 
rare* 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  a  number  of  notifications  of 
Sonne  dysentery  in  children  in  the  infant  and  junior  schools^  Fortunately 
this  did  not  become  serious  enough  to  close  the  school,  but  several 
children  had  to  be  excluded  and  strict  hygiene  measures  instituted  This 
infection  which  is  normally  not  food  borne  but  passed  from  hand  to  hand 
is  common  in  junior  infant  and  nursery  school,  and  fortunately  mild  in 
characte  r , 


The  year  1970  also  witnessed  the  passing  of  the  Social  Services 
Act  as  a  result  of  which  the  new  Social  Services  Department  was  formed  in 
April  1971  as  an  amalgam  of  the  Children's,  Welfare  and  parts  of  the 
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Health  Department,,  It  was  with  much  regret  that  the  Health  Department 
transferred  the  Home  Help  Service  and  the  Mental  Health  Service  which  had 
given  us  so  much  interest  in  the  past* 

At  the  end  of  the  year  further  proposals  for  the  future  shape  of 
Local  Government  and  the  National  Health  Service  were  imminent  and  it  is 
my  hope  that  a  future  Health  Service  will  gear  its  facilities  more  for  the 
prevention  and  early  detection  of  disease,  and  the  improvement  of  community 
services. 


I  would  like  again  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  Mr,  Vallance 
and  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Department  for  the  conscientious 
way  they  have  worked  during  the  year,  and  to  Mr.  Durant  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  who  can  always  show  that  public  health  is  alive  and  exciting. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  Mr*  Chairman  and  the  members 
of  the  Council  for  the  interest  you  always  take  in  all  my  reports  which  has 
made  my  duties  for  this  authority  so  pleasurable*

There  were  fewer  deaths  in  1970  than  the  previous  year  and 
so  a  lower  death  rate  which  is  again  below  the  national  average.  Deaths 
were  equally  divided  between  the  sexes.  The  main  causes  of  death  were 
cancer  and  heart  disease*  Seven  deaths  occurred  in  persons  younger 
than  65  and  3  of  those  were  caused  by  diseases  which  have  tobacco 
smoking  as  a  contributory  factor.  The  habit  of  smoking  which  is  a  well 
known  hazard  to  health  seems  to  retain  its  popularity,  but  1  feel  sure  that 
in  the  years  ahead  the  tide  will  turn  and  this  habit  will  become  unacceptable 
in  company,

There  was  a  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
tuberculosis  register  during  1970.  When  a  patient  is  discovered  to  have 
tuberculosis  the  active  pursuit  and  examination  of  contacts  is  carried  out 
ano  surveillance  continued  for  several  months..  This  policy  ,  supported 
by  an  active  programme  of  vaccination  against  the  disease,  has  been 
successful,  ' 
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Though  perhaps  it  is  time  for  a  change  in  policy  if  eradication  of 
this  disease  is  to  be  accelerated,  we  are  still  not  in  the  position  where 
we  can  relax  our  vigilance,  and  we  must  be  watchful  for  the  possible 
breakdown  of  an  old  healed  focus  in  an  elderly  person,.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  households  visited  and  the 
number  of  visits  made*  This  was  particularly  noticeable  in  the  number 
of  visits  made  to  elderly  persons.  The  health  visitor  is  of  course  not 
just  an  advisor  on  infant  care  but  a  health  advisor  to  the  whole  family  and 
can  only  fill  this  role  properly  when  a  close  working  relationship  exists 
with  the  family  doctors  in  the  district* 

PHENY LKTONUR IA  TESTING 

During  the  year  a  new  method  of  testing  for  this  disease  was  started, 
which  by  testing  the  baby  on  the  sixth  day  of  life  and  so  getting  an  early 
result  it  is  hoped  that  treatment  can  be  started  earlier  and  so  prevent  the 
severe  subnormality  of  intelligence  which  can  result  if  the  disease  is 
undetected*  The  risk  of  this  disease  is  only  approximately  1  in  7000  but 
‘the  test  is  simple  and  the  resulting  benefit  from  early  detection 
unmeasurable* 

CHILD  WELFARE  * 

Infant  Welfare  Sessions  are  held  weekly  on  Friday  afternoon  from 
2  p8  m»  to  4  p*  m«  in  Dr*  Coutts -Wood's  Surgery,  and  he  is  also  the 
Medical  Officer  at  the  Clinic;  a  County  Health  Visitor  is  also  in  attendance 
and  welfare  foods  are  available*

The  attendance  figures  at  the  clinic  continue  to  rise  and  this  is 
particularly  noticeable  in  the  children  born  between  1965-68,  This  is  largely 
due  to  the  programme  of  developmental  assessments  carried  out  by  health 
visitors  which  became  the  official  policy  of  the  West  Riding  health  department 
during  1970*  These  assessments  have  proved  their  value  by  the  early  detection 
of  children  who  are  not  reaching  the  normal  milestones  in  development* 

These  assessments  have  also  been  useful  in  showing  mothers  the  normal  stages 
of  growth  and  increasing  their  interest  and  knowledge  of  their  children*

As  expected  the  number  of  domiciliary  confinements  decreased  from 
the  previous  year  and  the  number  of  patients  who  were  discharged  early  from 
maternity  hospital  also  decreased,  but  as  in  the  previous  year,  most  were 
discharged  home  between  the  second  and  fifth  day  after  delivery  to  be  nursed 
by  domiciliary  midwives.  There  was  also  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  antenatal 
and  postnatal  work  done  by  midwives.  Though  the  Doncaster  Borough  has 
merged  its  midwifery  service  with  the  hospital,  there  are  no  plans  to  do  this 
with  the  surrounding  West  Riding  Service  though  the  number  of  midwives 
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employed  has  decreased*  I  believe  there  will  always  be  work  for  the  domiciliary 
midwife  in  particular,  with  regard  to  closer  antenatal  supervision  and  preparation 
of  the  young  mother  for  childbirth, 

HOME  HELPS, 

The  equivalent  of  87  full  time  Home  Helps  were  employed  in  the 
Division,  working  a  total  of  181,023  hours,  and  attending  cases  of  whom 

1,302  were  over  65  years  of  age,  and  to  whom  a  total  of  167,  557  hoprs  was 
given*

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The  number  of  hours  worked  by  home  helps  in  Tickhill  increased  in  1970 
from  the  1969  figures  but  the  number  of  recipients  remained  the  same. 

This  increased  figure  for  1970  was  still  less  than  the  1968  figure  for  hours 
worked.  The  Home  Help  Organizer  was  overwhelmed  with  work  and  the 
appointment  of  two  assistant  organizers  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  a  welcome 
addition  to  the  supervisory  staff,  for  it  is  only  by  regular  and  close  supervision 
of  the  work  done  and  thosein  receipt  of  the  service  that  more  help  be  given  to 
those  most  in  need.  This  is  a  part  of  the  Health  Departmai  t  which  became 
part  of  the  new  Social  Services  Department  in  1971,  and  one  which  will  have 
a  valuable  part  to  play  in  the  future.  Up  to  this  year  there  has  never  been, 
in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  an  organized  training  course  for  Home  Helps, 
though  the  need  for  this  has  been  recognised  and  plans  have  been  made  to 
institute  a  training  programme  for  the  future,

The  establishment  of  A/lental  Welfare  Officers  increased  during  the 
year  from  three  to  four  but  this  number  is  still  inadequate  for  the  number  of 
patients  in  the  area,  and  the  proper  supervisory  and  advisory  role  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  was  not  possible. 

The  Mental  Health  Service  has  also  become  part  of  the  Social  Services 
Department  and  the  Training  Centre  at  Adwick-le -Street  has  bqen  divided 
into  two  sections.  The  senior  section  has  now  come  under  the  administrative 
control  of  the  Social  Services  Department  and  the  junior  section  has  been 
renamed  Adwick  Fernbank  Special  School  on  its  transfer  to  the  Education 
Department,  I  hope  that  the  latter  transfer  will  encourage  more  research 
into  teaching  techniques  for  this  group  of  children. 


CHIROPODY  TREATMENT 

National  Health  Service  Act  1946  (Section  28) 

The  County  Council  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  free  chiropody 
commenced  on  the  1st  February  I960  and  provides  for  free  treatment  for 
persons  in  the  following  categories:

Chiropody  treatment  is  given  either  at  an  organized  Clinic  session 
in  premises  provided  by  Voluntary  Association,  or  in  a  Local  Authority 
Clinic  or  by  domiciliary  treatment  on  medical  grounds.  Domiciliary 
treatment  is  only  recommended  where  a  person  cannot  get  to  a  clinic  as 
this  method  is  much  more  costly* 

Persons  requiring  chiropody  treatment  and  who  fall  in  one  of  the 
above  categories  can  be  referred  either  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 
who  is  responsible  for  overall  supervision  of  the  scheme,  Health  Visitor, 
or  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Voluntary  Associations, 

Initial  approval  is  given  for  one  year  and  renewed  when  necessary 
with  a  maximum  of  six  treatments  per  year,  but  this  can  be  increased  if 
necessary  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.

The  number  of  children  fully  immunised  and  vaccinated  is  high  in  the  urban 
district  for  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  smallpox,  though 
vaccination  against  measles  received  a  setback  when  one  brand  of  vaccine  which 
had  given  rise  to  some  severe  reactions  was  withdrawn  and  caused  a  temporary 
shortage  of  supply*  Supplies  are  now  freely  available  and  the  acceptance  rates 
for  protection  against  this  disease  are  rising* 

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

No  cytology  clinics  were  held  in  Tickhill  during  the  year  but  a  good 
service  is  provided  by  the  group  of  general  practitioners  and  there  has 
been  no  demand  for  a  separate  local  authority  clinic  for  this  purpose* 

This  is  a  valuable  preventive  service  for  recent  work  in  Aberdeen  has  shown 
that  an  enthusiastic  policy  of  cervical  cytology  can  reduce  the  deaths  from 
this  disease* 
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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

If  the  success  of  a  service  can  be  gauged  by  the  demand  placed  upon 
it  then  I  can  say  that  this  service  continues  to  be  successful  for  the  demands 
placed  on  it  during  the  year  increased*  Unfortunately,  many  of  the  requests 
are  for  the  assessment  of  children  and  these  examinations  though  important 
are  time  consuming  and  with  the  shortage  of  medical  staff  it  was  impossible 
to  meet  all  the  demands..  It  became  more  obvious  during  the  year  that  an 
assessment  unit  is  needed^  where  a  handicapped  child  can  undergo  a  period 
of  supervision  before  a  decision  is  made  on  the  most  suitable  form  of 
education.  The  provision  of  a  building  alone  is  of  little  use  unless  the 
qualified  staff  of  teachers,  psychologists,  speech  therapists  etc,  are  also 
available , 

Health  Education  is  mainly  done  by  teachers  with  advice  and  help  from 
doctors,  and  health  visitors.  Topics  dealt  with  were  mainly  those  on,  hygiene, 
smoking,  venereal  disease  and  the  drug  problem. 

Talks  were  also  given  to  student  teachers  at  Scawsby  College  of 
Education  on  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  and  the  importance  of 
treating  education  in  health  as  an  integral  part  of  all  subjects  in  schooL

During  the  year  219  sessions  were  held  at  Woodlands*  The  number  of 
attendances  have  increased  and  the  number  on  the  register  has  also  shown 
a  rise. 

Because  of  the  great  demand  for  this  service  the  staff  of  the  clinic 
were  quite  overwhelmed  to  the  detriment  of  the  work  done,  for  insufficient 
time  is  available  to  deal  with  each  child  and  family  adequately.  There  is 
more  than  enough  work  in  this  area  for  a  full-time  child  psychiatrist  and 
two  educational  psychologists  with  supportive  help  of  a  psychiatric  social 
worker  and  other  social  workers.  Until  this  is  provided  the  Child  Guidance 
Service  will  continue  to  merely  scratch  the  surface  of  the  problem.. 
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I  his  service  is  also  handicapped  by  inadequate  accommodation  and 
1  hope  that  a  remedy  to  this  will  be  seen  in  1971  and  provision  made  for

WATER  SUPPLY 

Tickhill  Urban  District  Council  is  a  constituent  member  of  the 
Doncaster  and  District  Joint  Water  Board,  which  came  into  being  on 
the  1st  October  1962,  The  constituent  authorities  forming  the  Water 
Board  are  not  unanimous  in  supporting  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water 
supplies  in  the  Board's  area  and  the  matter  was  deferred  by  the  Board 
in  1963,  No  action  to  provide  fluoridation  facilities  has  been  taken  since. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  connected  to  the  mains  supply  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  1 17  5,.  Only  one  cottage  in  the  district  is  served 
by  a  standpipe:  Rock  Cottage,  Tickhill  Spital  which  is  subject  to  a 
Closing  Order,  made  under  the  Housing  Act. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  mains  supply  for 
bacteriological  examinations  during  the  year  and  both  were  reported 
upon  satisfactorily,

CLEAN  AIR  ACTS  1956  -  1968. 

1970  was  not  a  good  year  for  the  development  of  smoke  control 
programmes  in  view  of  distribution  difficulties  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  together  with  a  national  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuel. 
The  Council,  therefore,  did  not  proceed  further  with  provisional  plans 
to  commence  smoke  control  on  several  new  estates  as  there  was  no 
prospect  of  approval  from  central  government,  particularly  as  Tickhill 
U.  D,  C.  is  not  a  "black  area",  It  is  hoped,  however,  to  commence 
domestic  smoke  control  as  quickly  as  general  conditions  permit. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  scheme  for  the  major 
improvement  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  under  review®  The  existing  works  have  been  enlarged  and  a 
further  settlement  tank,  two  filter  beds  and  two  humus  tanks  have 
been  provided,  together  with  additional  sludge  drying  beds.  The 
scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor,  in  conjunction 
with  a  Consultant  Engineer,  at  a  cost  of  over  £100,  000  and  was 
opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  in  August,  1970.

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This  brings  up  the  total  number  of  applications  for  grants  in 
T ickhill  to  some  125  during  the  past  8  years  which  represents  some 
ten  per  cent  of  the  total  stock  of  dwellings  in  the  urban  district  area. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  still  actively  considering 
improvement  of  their  own  Council  dwellings  which  were  deficient  in 
standard  amenities  and  which  would  benefit  from  internal 
re-arrangement  and  improvement, 

(b)  Slum  clearance. 

The  Ministry  asked  for  a  four  year  slum  clearance  programme 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  although  the  Council  had  been 
previously  loth  to  take  action  in  declaring  clearance  areas  it  was  felt 
that  certain  properties  had  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
were  best  dealt  with  by  clearance.  Representations  were  made  to 
the  Housing  Committee  in  September  and  Tickhill  No,  1  (Doncaster 
Road)  Clearance  Order  1970  and  Tickhill  No,  2  (Northgate)  Clearance 
Order  1970  were  made  in  October,  The  first  embraces  five  dwellings 
and  the  second  area  four  dwellings. 

The  second  of  these  areas  stands  in  a  prominent  position  at  the 
commencement  of  TickhilPs  Conservation  Area  and  it  was  only  after 
careful  study  of  all  factors  that  the  Council  took  their  decision.  It 
was  anticipated  that  the  owner  of  both  areas  would  appeal  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  awaiting  the  date  of  the  Public  Enquiry,

The  Council's  caravan  site  still  continues  to  operate  successfully 
in  spite  of  the  apparent  general  decline  in  the  popularity  of  residential 
caravanning  in  the  area. 

The  problem  of  itinerant  dwellers  and  nomadic  scrap  dealers 
is  still  unsolved  in  South  Yorkshire,  although  now  that  part  II  of  the 
Caravan  Act  1968  has  been  brought  into  effect  it  is  hoped  that  purpose- 
built  sites  will  ultimately  be  provided  by  the  W  ,  Rfl  C,  C,  Tickhill  U.  D*  C. 
have  asked  whether  they  can  share  facilities  which  may  be  provided  in 
the  Doncaster  Rural  District  Council  area.. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT 


The  Council  have  no  full-time  rodent  operative  but  utilise  the 
services  of  the  rodent  control  service  of  an  adjoining  authority, 

Doncaster  Rural  District  Council,  a  charge  being  made  on  a  proportionate 
rateable  value  basis*  In  this  manner  all  complaints  are  dealt  with 
expeditiously.,  Five  of  the  local  farmers  hold  annual  contracts  with  the 
local  authority  for  rodent  control  treatment.

FOOD  PREMISES 


Five  premises  are  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16, 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955,  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products.
